The Ontario liquor act of 1902 con- 
sists of two parts. Part I provides the 
machinery for taking a vote of the 
electors on the question of the adop- 
tion of the second part, and declares 
that the second part shall be brought 
into force if itis approved by a ma- 
jority of the votes cast upon the ques-+ 
tion, provided that the number of such 
approving Votes is also a majority of 
the number of yotes that were cast at.

To make the meaning the law 
clear, a sharp distinetion is made by 
between a “private dwelling 
house” and a place of any other kind. 
All sale or barter of liquor is prohib- 
ited except sale by licensed druggists 
for certain purposes considered neces-

sary, and all giving of liquor is pro- 
hibited except the giving for such pur- 
poses or the giving in a private House 
toan adult friend, of liquor that has 
not been unlawfully procured. 

“A private dwelling house” is a sep- 
dwelling with separate en- 

used exclusively asa private 
residence, and not connected by aty 
door or passage with any shop, fac- 
tory, restaurant, hotel, boarding house 
or other place of a public character, or 
office, excepting in the ease of the pri- 
vate house ora duly qualified physi- 
clan, dentist, veterinary surgeon, 
whose house may contain or commu- 
nicate with this office, 

The expression “liquor” used in 
this act is declared to include any fer- 
mented, spirituous or malt liquor, and 
any. drinkable liquor which is intoxi7 
cating.

It 
authorizes sale in quantities of not 
more than 10 gallons for mechanical or 
scientific purposes, or not more than

A duly qualified physician may have 
in his possession liquor needful for his 
practice not exceeding two quarts; a 
duly registered dentist liquor needful 
for his practice not exceeding one pint;

ceeding one gallon; a clergyman wine 
for sacramental purposes not exceed- 
ing two gallons; and a person engaged 
in mechanical. or scientific pursuits

public hospital may have liquor for 
patients, and a sick person may have 
in his room liquor prescribed by a 
physician.
